I rode- 
over a great deal of it, traz'ersing its 
length and crossing it three times. I vis- 
ited all the- towns and was much pleased 
with the people. Their hospitality and 
apparent desire to express good feeling 
toward Americans was vory gratifying." 


Shaking of his resignation from the 


army. Oe-ueral Wheeler .<aid he resigned 
Nov. 20, but was not ordered home- until 
the middle of January. He did not care 
to discuss hi.s reasons for leaving the 
army. After a "brief stay in this city Gen- 
eral Wlu-olcr will go to Washington tc 
take his seat in congress. 


"I have A letter saying that an effort 


will be made to keep me from taking my 
seat," said the general, "but I elo not see 
why such an effort should succeed. The 
objection is that I was uot on hand to be 
sworn iu, and it is stated that I was 
holding another position that militates 
against my right to be elected. I shall go 
to Washington, having resigned from the 
army auel with a proper certificate of 
election and expect to he sworn in. 


"It will be noted that my resignation 


from tlw? army was handed iu before con- 
gress me't." . 


The Philippine Situation. 


As to the situation in the Philippines 


and Guam he said: 


"AH is very satisfactory in both places. 


The war is over except for the work (if 
guerrilla bands that ambush our troops 
and do a little damage. .lust be-fore I left 
I hearel of a case in which an American 
soldier was killed ami several wounded. 
This condition of thiags vdll uot last 
long, I think. 


"I was much pleased with the Filipino 


people. They are intelligent, kind and 
courteous. They arc not di.-poseel to revo- 
lution and violence, but the false repre- 
sentations made to them regarding Amer- 
icans very naturally arouseel them and 
led them to believe that resistance to our 
rule was the only possible, escape from 
impending evil. 


"I fonnel that when they learned the 


real character auel the1 purposes of Amer- 
icans they seemed well re-concileel to our 
geivernnie'iit. and I firmly believe that aft- 
er the establishment of a good ami wise 
civil administration eif affairs an era of 
itre'iit prosperity will bless the people of 
the archipelaxo."

Scotch clergyman who was the teacher 
and then the sweetheart, who ought to 
have been the husband, of Jane Welsh C*r~ 
Jyle. 


The tragic story has often been told, 


among others by my unworthy self. Ir- 
ving IGV«?<I .lane Welsh, and Jane Welsh 
luved'liiiu, and in both COM** they proba- 
bly loved each othe-r to the end. But Ir- 
ving had been engaged to a young wom- 
an, the daughter of a fellow minister, be- 
fore he had met the bright, black eyed, 
olive skinned fcypsy with the sharp fjpgne, 
the domineering character, the comforta- 
ble fortune, the fiery and vehement nature 
of Jane \Velsh, and the lady and her father 
held the young fellow to his bond. 


Sick at heart, tired of suspense, stung In 


her pride by the suggestion of an interfer- 
ing but well meaning friend that she was 
still dying for love of Irving, Jane Welsh 
%vas precipitated into her marriage with 
Carlyle. The sequel of the story was as 
tragic as its opening. Jane Welsh led 
what I have always regarded a life of tor- 
ment with Carlyle, and in the end her 
heart burst, and she died in her carriage 
in Hyde park without a moment of prepa- 
ration or warning, and Froude, looking 
at her face, from which death's effacing 
fingers had cleared away the heavy and 
harsh lines of sunless days and sleepless 
nights, of unsatisfied longings and mute 
revolts, declared that it was the most im- 
pressive on which he had ever looked. 
And Carlyle was left to loneliness and re- 
morse, to that vain appeal to the deaf to 
hear, to the dead to feel and to the harsh- 
ly treoted.to forgive by which so many of 
us pay the penalty, of our unkmdness to 
the living. 


Irving ended, to my mind, almost as 


tragically. Popular preacher, for awhile, 
with churches crammed to suffocation, 
and all the blare and tumult of the cler- 
ical celebrity, he ended by losing his 
senses, and then—why, then he founded a 
new religion! There was to be a second 
coining of the Saviour; the gift of tongues 
•was supposed to come to the second race 
of apostles as to the first, aud the officers 
of the congregation were called angels and 
archangels.—Mainly About People,

SOUND WAVES. 


Same Tlrat- Yon Can ..Oply, Feel tin* 


Cannot Hear. 


The deepest note which can actually bo 


leard by human ears is produced by an 
organ pipe 33 feet_ long. If you throw 
a stone into a pool, you will see a- number 
of ripples spreading after the splash in 
circles. If you blow a whistle or beat a 
drum, you make a splash of the same kind 
in tho air. and the ripples spread out all 
round. When they break against the 
drum of the human ear, the brain is con- 
scious of a sound. If the little waves or 
ripples in the air are quite regular in the 
proportion of 8, 16, 32 ripples per second, 
;he results are perfect musical not«s. 


Xow, the 33 foot organ pipe produces 


ejcaetly 10 waves or vibrations every sec- 
ond. 'When the dead march in ''Saul" 
s played, for instance, on the great organ 
of St. Paul's cathedral, that note may be 
distinctly heard, like the boom of arcil- 
iory, shaking the whole building to its 
foundations. 


But deeper notes than that can be felt, 


though they mako no sound. In the thun- 
dcr.of Niagara—a cataract which is rough- 
ly lfi~ feet high—a note is produced ex- 
actly tho same as that from a 169 toot or- 


pipe." Listening intently, you can 


feel the shocks and actually count them 
as they beat \ipon the eardrum at the 
rate of eight vibrations a second. 


Yet even that is not the deepest note, 


for when the volcano of Krakatoa blew up 
in S\mcla strait every observatory in the 
world very shortly recorded the explosion. 
The delicate meteorological instruments 
actually recorded a note of four vibrations 
a second, which could not possibly have 
been heard by mortal ears.—London An- 
swers.

Dfty For «. Penny. 


At Sakai, about half a dozen miles from 


Osaka, and some other towns' in Japan 
where carpets, rngs and fabrics of the 
same class are • manufactured there- ar$ 
no large carpet; factories, but hand looms 
may be seen in nearly every house. 


The weaving is set to music. 
The chil- 


dren are taught to sing a sort of nonsense 
verse to a certain tune, the superintendent 
or head worker leading, and that air 
means a certain pattern, the deft fingers 
of the little workers rhythmically follow- 
ing the notes. 


At the right moment the woman in 


charge of a loom hums a new tune, and 
the little ones instantly tako it up and as 
quickly change the pattern to suit the 
music. It is consequently quite correct 
to speak of these productions as a "one 
tune," "two tune" or "four tune" carpet, 
and so on, as the case may be. 


The children kneel at their work upon 


a plank at the end of the loom, and each 
of them slides backward and forward 
along it, according to the space occupied 
by their allotted portion of the pattern. 


The actual workers are for the most 


part children of from 7 years of age up- 
ward, and from two to four, live or even 
six work at a single loom under tho direc- 
tion of an adult, generally a woman. 


Some 5,000 boys and over IS,000 girls 


nre thus employed 
The children work 


12 hours a day, and each earns about a 
penny in that time. Three of them can, if 
expert hands, complete an ordinary rug, 
say 6 feet by 3 feet and mads of colored 
hemp or woolen yarns, in a day. A silk 
rug of the same dimensions, however, 
would occupy tho same workers for from 
80 to 100 davs.—London Standard.
